Dr. Wilson Is 
Veterinarian Of

EDITOR’S NOTE: Associated

The first sign that I was in troub­ 
le cam e in August of 1950, two 
months after I went to 
Prague, 
Czechoslovakia, as a foreign cor­ 
respondent. 
It happened at the world congress 
in Prague and included member 
organizations of college students in 
4'8 countries. The secretariat and 
m ost of the m ember organizations 
w ere Communist dominated, 
but 
some of the latter, notably in Eng­ 
land, Scotland and D enm ark, were 
not. 
My newsgathering routine con­ 
sisted mostly of sitting in the of­ 
fice and writing stories I selected 
from 
the 
official 
Czechoslovak 
News Agency and local newspap­ 
ers and radio, and occasionally go- 
-*fig out and getting what I could 
from diplomats. The student con­ 
gress gave me a chance to get 
something first hand—to cover a 
story with my own eyes and ears. 
The 
convention 
produced 
no 
world-shaking news. But I reported 
how delegates dem onstrated for 
Soviet Prime Minister Stalin, while 
some Western delegations sat sil­ 
ent, and how an American speaker 
i 
(reclaimed, “ In America, we will 
liout, ‘Hands off K orea!” 
I later went down on the conven­ 
tion floor to talk to that speaker 
and some other delegates seated 
there. The hall was well staffed 
with ushers, but none stopped me. 
I was in my office the next morn­ 
ing when a man telephoned asking 
if I knew where he could find Rus­ 
sell Jones, the United P ress chief 
in Prague. I said I 
could 
not, 
£ (nd inquired who w as calling. The 
m an said, “ This is J a n .” 
I had 
heard about 
him. 
Jan 
Stransky had worked for the UP 
until shortly before I arrived in 
Prague. Then he had been picked 
up and sent to a labor cam p on 
the grounds he had 
planned to 
leave the country illegally. 
A few minutes after he had call­ 
ed, he walked into the 
office, 
flig h t, boyish fellow with a lively 
f a n n e r , 
wearing 
khaki 
work 
clothes and brown from the sun. 
He had a pass to spend Sunday in 
it town near the cam p, and he had 
tak en a chance and come by bus 
to Prague. 
I gathered that he expected to 
he freed before 
C hristm as 
and 
wanted to talk to Jones about get­ 
ting his job 
back. 
Since 
Jones 
could not be found, Stransky wrote 
P note for inc to deliver next time 
ii' saw him. 
Stransky sat down and typed out 
something on some paper I gave 
him —a sheet of yellow foolscap 
Without reading it, I put it in my 
pocket. 
When I mot Jones at the student 
congress and gave him the note he 


grimly tore it up and dropped 
piece by piece, on the floor. 
A little later I showed my pass 
to get into the convention hall. The 
usher grabbed it and rushed off. 
After some delay, a young man in 
glasses appeared. He was trem b­ 
ling with 
anger. 
He waved 
my 
pass, torn in two, and said it had 
been canceled. 
“ You were not behaving as a 
journalist only and were working 
through the conference hall,” he 
said. 
I thought at once of how I had 
gone onto the convention floor and 
questioned the American that had 
talked about Korea, and of how' 
unhappy he had seemed to see me. 
His speech, reported by the offi­ 
cial Czechoslovak 
News Agency 
and by at least two American ag­ 
encies, had caused him some trou­ 
ble back home. And now, I suppos- j 
ed, the young Communists running 
the congress w'ere punishing me for 
sending the story. 
The congress ended and I turned 
to other 
things. 
In 
September, 1 
Bedrich Runge, 
a 
press 
officer, j 
called me to the Ministry of For­ 
eign Affairs. 
Runge was a tall, 
gray-haired 
man with vague blue eyes in a 
beefy face. On my previous visits, 
he had received me cordially. This 
time his m anner was stiff and cold, j 
And he w as not alone. There was 
third party on hand—a mousy 
little mustached man. 
Runge failed to offer the usual 
handshake. Instead, he waved me 
to a little table. He told me I would 
not be reaccredited when my per­ 
mission to w’ork as a correspond­ 
ent expired Sept. 30. 
This is not a m easure directed 
against the Associated Press,” he 
said. “ It is 
a 
measure directed 
against you personally.” 
You cannot work in this coun­ 
try unless you respect our law's.” 
I asked him to be specific. 
“ You know very well the rea­ 
son,” he said, 
and 
I answered, 
“ But I don’t know' the reason.” 
I wrote a letter to Runge, re ­ 
questing permission to stay till a 
replacement could get in. Finally 
it was decided I would not be re ­ 
accredited but that I could stay 
and w’ork tem porarily as a “ private 
person.” 
I still did not know why my re ­ 
accreditation was 
being refused, 
but I had a hunch this had to do 
with the young Communists that 
had banished mc from the student 
congress, and with the story about 
the American who spoke on Korea. 
About that time, I had a talk 
with Vaclav Korinek, general m an­ 
ager of the 
Czechoslovak 
News 
Agency, and asked him if he could 
tell me what was behind my troub­ 
le. And he spoke of the same story. 
Maybe that story did have some­ 
thing to do w'ith it—the whole thing

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SAVE THE TREES 
WHEN THE LADY of the house says, 
“Let’s have supper in the backyard,” don’t 
wheel a portable grill under a tree a n d 
start a fire. Heat may scorch the lower 
limbs and kill part of the tree, says R. M. 
Viggars, nationaly known tree expert. 
The same goes for a permanent outdoor 
fireplace. Keep it away from trees, shrubs 
and buildings. 
Avoid excessive tramping under a tree, 
whether by children’s playful feet or by 
regular use of a certain shady spot f o r 
afternoon tea time. Packing soil slows up 
circulation of air to the tree’s roots a n d 
causes rainwater to run off. Maple, beech, 
dogwood, yellow poplar, and other shallow 
rooted trees are highly sensitive to tramp­ 
ing. 
Junior used to do a lot of summertime 
injury to trees when he was let loose with 
a knife or axe. Happily, make-believe rays 
from his modern space gun do trees no 
harm today. 
When sonny mows the lawn, ask h i rn 
not to bump tree trunks—the injurious 
bumps often lead to cavities and borers. 
Hand-trimming around a tree may mean 
a little extra work for Dad, but it could add 
years to a tree’s life. 
If mother goes away for a couple of 
weeks and dad washes out a few clothes of 
his own, tell him not to use a tree as a 
clothes line. A rubbing line can girdle a 
branch causing its eventual death. 
And if you must paint the trunk of trees 
growing close to a driveway to keep auto- 
ists from bumping into them at night, use 
whitewash. Oil paint seeping through the 
bark may injure a tree. 


D IM IN IS H IN G 
R E T U R N S 
“TAXES HAVE ABOUT reached t h e 
point of diminishing returns,” says Sen. 
Harry F, Byrd of Virginia, one of the na­ 
tion’s leading experts on fiscal affairs. 
What he says about the debt and t a x e s 
should be pondered by e^ery citizen. 
“We are now in the era of the greatest 
prosperity that this country has ever 
known,” he says. “That, combined with the 
fact that we cannot balange the budget. . . 
is a warning that we should not increase 
the debt above the present limit. 
“I see no prospect whatever of reducing 
the debt, and balancing the budget is going 
to be exceedingly difficult. I feel it is vital­ 
ly important not to exceed the present debt 
limit, because if we do we will go to greater 
expenditures and greater deficits.” 
It is clear that America faces, for the in­ 
definite future, a struggle to get enough 
revenue from hard-pressed taxpayers to 
keep the debt barely under $275 billion by 
balancing the budget. 
An integral factor in sound money is to 


I see by the newspapers that Michael 
Borodin, once practically the ruler of the 
whole of South China, is dead. 
I knew Borodin and watched him oper­ 
ate from the day he arrived in Shanghai 
on his way to Canion in 1924. Although a 
Russian, he had been educated in the Unit­ 
ed States at Valparaiso, Indiana. He had 
studied law but he operated a preparatory 
school in Chicago. 
I have never been able to d i s c o v e r 
whether he ever became an American cit­ 
izen, perhaps because of the many differ­ 
ent names he used. 
Borodin was a theoretical Marxist, a 
close friend of Karl Radek and Leon Trotz- 
ky, although he never joined the Trotzky- 
ist faction of the Communist Party. 
Iii 1924, Dr. Sun Yat-sen set off again to 
conquer China, but this time with Russian 
assistance. Michael Borodin, with approxi­ 
mately IOO military and civilian experts, 
was based on Canton to reorganize Sun’s 
government and army. 
At Whampoa, outside of Canton, they or­ 
ganized a military academy, at the head of 
which they placed Chiang Kai-shek, w h o 
was then an obscure military man attached 
to Sun Yat-sen. They legalized the Chinese 
Communist Party. 
Borodin’s ability was beyond belief. In a 
short period, he had mastered the intrica­ 
cies of Chinese politics and had put him­ 
self in such a commanding position that 
those who disagreed with him went swiftly 
into exile. 
Dr. Sun Yat-sen was then a sick man and 
was to die on March 12, 1925. The leaders 
of the party under him were Liao Chung- 
kai, Hu Han-min and Wang Ching-wei. 
Liao was assassinated. Hu and Wang went 
into exile. Borodin was in command. 
His choice to lead the revolution w a s 
Chiang Kai-shek. Assisted by a Russian 
general who, in China, called himself Gal- 
ens but who became Marshal Bluecher, in 
command of Soviet Russia’s Far Eastern 
armies and was subsequently to be liqui­ 
dated, Chiang conquered China. Borodin 
operated psychological penetration organ­ 
izations in advance of the m a r c h of 
Chiang’s armies; he organized on a Rus­ 
sian basis in the rear of the armies. It was 
all done with amazing effectiveness. 
Meanwhile, Chiang, deciding that Boro­ 
din was actually organizing the conquest of 
China by Russia, determined to break with 
Borodin, who controlled most of th^ army 
and the vast Kuomintang political p a r t y 
which had been penetrated by Chinese 
Communists. 
So Chiang came to Shanghai alone, a ref­ 
ugee, to see what he could do to win China 
away from Borodin. Chiang could h a v e 
stayed witfi the Russians and he could have 
had their full support. By breaking with 
them, he risked civil war and his own total 
elimination. 
When Chiang managed to establish the 
Nanking government, he issued orders for 
the expulsion of the Russians, including j 
Borodin and his wife. Meanwhile, Stalin, ; 
emerging as undisputed master of Russia, I 
disapproved of the slowness of Borodin's 
pace in converting China fnto a satellite; 
further, Stalin disliked Radek, who w a s 
Borodin’s friend. (Radek was ultimately 
liquidated.) 
So, in 1927, Borodin and his wife, Galens 
and the other advisers, including s o m e 
Americans working for the Russians, left 
China.

numerous unspectacular and un­ 
publicized ways, the Eisenhower 
Administration is gradually re­ 
moving many heavy handicaps 
which Roosevelt-Truman reform­ 
ers had imposed on private busi­ 
ness and industry. 
Except among those directly 
and immediately 
affected, this 
reversal of major policies has es­ 
caped notice because it has been 
accomplished through changes in 
administrative personnel and new 
interpretations of the law. It did 
not require legislation or contro­ 
versial debate on Capitol Hill. 
Under the New Deal-Fair Deal 
regim es, the heads of various ag­ 
encies with far-reaching jurisdic­ 
tion in this field—the Department 
of Justice, Treasury, Commerce, 
the Federal Trade Commission, 
etc., regarded them selves as po­ 
licem en and disciplinarians. 
With only 
a few exceptions, 
they looked 
upon 
businessmen 
and manufacturers as potential 
economic outlaws, always schem ­ 
ing to evade the law. They consid­ 
ered their departmental functions 
to be punitive rather than coop-

NO EXPERIENCE — In most 
instances, the dominant policy­ 
making figures had had no back­ 
ground or experience in private 
enterprise.

Bigger, Better Apples Predicted 
For Fair's Competition In Fruit

WASHINGTON W -T he torpedo 
just shot into preparations for the 
Korean peace conference may kill 
it before it starts. It’s too soon to 
say. But here is an abc on how 
it happened. 
For two years—summer of 1951J 
to summer of 1953—the United Na­ 
tions command and the Chinese 
and * North 
Korean 
Communists 
tried to reach agreement on a 
truce. Big stumbling biod. was the 
question of prisoners of war. 
The 
Communists 
wanted 
all 
prisoners returned, whether or not 
the prisoners wanted to go home. 
The United Nations said the pris­ 
oners should choose for themselves. 
In the end, the United Nations won. 
Meanwhile, the two sides had 
agreed on many other truce terms, 
called articles, which got far less 
public attention than the argument 
over war prisoners. Article No. GO 
is causing the trouble now. It said: 
“ In order to insure a peaceful 
settlement of the Korean question, 
the military commanders of both 
sides hereby recommend to the 
governments of the countries con­ 
cerned that within three months 
after an armistice is signed and 
becomes effective, a political con­ 
ference at a higher level of both 
sides be held by representatives 
appointed 
respectively 
to 
settle 
through ngotiations the question 
of the withdrawal of all foreign 
forces from Korea, a peaceful set­ 
tlement of the Korean question, 
etc.” 
Nowhere did article 60 say pre­ 
cisely what nations should take 
part in the peace conference. It 
merely said “representatives ap­ 
pointed respectively.” That vague­ 
ness now is causing trouble, and 
this is what led up to it: 
Because of their part and stake 
in the war there never was any 
question 
that 
the 
Chinese 
and 
North Korean Communists and the 
South Koreans would all take part 
in the conference, even though 
none of them is a member of the 
U.N. 
Thus, it seemed the only problem 
might be for the U N. to decide 
what nations among its 60 mem­ 
bers should represent the U.N. at 
the peace conference which, under 
Article 60, should begin about the 
end of October. 
To choose its representatives, the 
U.N. General Assembly met in 
New York in special session in 
mid August. One question floated 
around: Should the U.N. represen­ 
tatives be limited to those nations 
which sent fighting men to Korea? 
Or should other U.N. nations,

This didn’t please the British, 
who argued the peace conference
